CHARLES S. McDOWELL presents a road program that 
will give to each County in the State the roads needed by that 
County.

McDowell believes that the 
taxes paid into the State Treasury from property will be need- 
ed to give the rural Counties a nine-months school; to take care 
of the feeble-minded and the insane; to care for the deaf, dumb 
and blind; to provide better health system; to secure adequate 
enforcement of the Laws of the State; to care for those chil- 
dren now under the charge of the Child Welfare Department, 
and to pay, and to further increase, pensions to the HEROES 
WHO WORE THE GREY. 

The great expert employed by the Automotive Trade As- 
sociation to investigate the highway system of Alabama and to 
!make a recommendation as to the amount of money that Ala- 
bama must have before it can complete a system of highways 
says: 

“Alabama must have $80,000,000 to build its bridges and 

highways.” McDowell’s program calls for $75,000,000. The 
difference of only five million dollars reeommended by Charles 
S. McDowell and this noted expert shows how thorough an in- 
vestigation has been made by Charles 8. McDowell of the road 
‘situation in Alabama. Under the efficient management of the 
Highway Department by Charles 8.

Why Change Congressman? 


(Editorial in Samson Ledger) 

The Ledger has delayed expressing itself editorially on the 
congressional race, not because it was unable to make up its 
mind, but because other interests were holding the center of 
the stage. Now all barriers are down and the political mara- 
thon runners have a clear track til] August 10. 

The Ledger is emphatically and unqualifiedly for the re- 
election of Congressman Henry B. Steagall, and it is glad to 
give its reasons in the hope that they will appeal to all intelli- 
gent voters, although we shall have no quarrel with anyone 
who disagrees with us. 

In our judgement, Mr. Steagall is the best equipped man 
for the position. He has had a world of experience, both politi- 
cally and socially with the people who count in congress. 

He is honored by the regard of his Democratic colleagues, 
who recognize his power as a stump speaker by drafting him 
for congressional campaign in doubtful districts. Mr. Steagall 
spoke in many states during the last national campaign, and 
is in demand for this purpose. 

He is a member of the Democratic congressional commit- 
tee, which assists Democratic candidates in general elections. 

He is next to the ranking Democratic member of the com- 
mittee on banking and currency, and is therefore in line for 
the chairmanship of this important committee when a change 
of administration occurs. 

Should he be retained in congress there is a strong possibil- 
ity that Alabama may be still more highly appreciated nation- 
ally for her noted men, for it was as chairman of the commit- 
tee on banking and currency that Carter Glass of Virginia put 
his name to important bills (as all chairmen do) with the re- 
sult that he was first made secretary of the treasury and later 
senator from his native state.

A man must 
earn his way to preferment in congress as in other affairs. A 
new man must work his way up, no matter how able he may be. 

We don’t think much of this plea being circulated: “Pass 
the honor around,’ Such a policy would result in the district 
being practically unrepresented, and should the state adopt 
such a policy, Alabama would have no standing to speak of 
in congress. 

Honor! in the language of the boy on the street: “How 
do you get that way?” Yes, we know the common idea is that 
a congressman goes to Washington, loafs around his office or 
goes fishing when the house is not in session, has a private sec- 
retary to attend to all business affecting the district, has a gen- 
erally good time and draws down a whopping big salary. 

It is possible that, in the dim and misty past, there may 
have been something to the above idea; but it doesn’t go now. 
A congressman, even if he does have a secretary, has to be on 
the job himself. He is flooded with requests for this and that, 
and if he is experienced knows where to put his finger on the 
right key to set things in motion either to gain a petition or to 
furnish information. 

In no other phase of the job is experience more necessary 
or more valuable. Henry Steagall has experience. He has 
attended to the affairs of the district in a satisfactory and able 
manner, so far as we are aware. He has represented the opin- 
ion of a majority of the voters in the house. He has rendered 
valuable service to his party nationally. 

Then why, in the name of common sense, make a change?
